Navy Men Must 


Request Papers 


There have been many ques- 
tions asked the Townsman staff 
about the mailing of the Towns- 
man to men in the Navy under the 
recent Navy Order. (Briefly, no copy 
of the Townsman or any newspa- 
per may be sert unless the request 
comes from the serviceman him- 
self. 

The Merrimack Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company has been paying 
for the sending of the paper to all 
Andover men and women in the 
service, but hereafter, it will be 
necessary for those in the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
overseas to send a formal request. 
Full text of the order follows: 

ORDER OF 
THE POSTMASTER GENERAL 

Newspaper and Periodical Pub- 
lications for Personnel of the 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard Overseas. 

Order No. 27851; Dated May 1, 
1945. 

At the request of the Navy De- 
partment, effective July 1, 1945, in 
order to conserve shipping space 
and to prevent nonessential mail- 
ings, the following arrangements 
between that Department and the 
Post Office Department shall gov- 
ern the acceptance in the mails of 
newspapers and other periodical 
publications addressed to person- 
ne] of the Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard overseas. 

1. Individual copies of news- 
papers and magazines offered for
